Passenger information that is to 
be provided to the Canada Customs and Revenue Agency (CCRA) must be 
provided by way of a passenger manifest. The Regulations also specify that 
passenger information or passenger reservation information that is maintained 
in an electronic format must be provided to a customs officer or other represen- 
tative of the Minister in that format.

4 hours; increasing the minimum rest period for co-drivers using a sleeper 
berth from 2 hours to 4 consecutive hours; permitting within defined parame- 
ters, the averaging of on-duty and off-duty time over a 48 hour period; reducing 
the number of available work/rest cycles from three to two: a maximum 70- 
hour cycle over 7 days and a maximum 120-hour cycle over 14 days; for driv- 
ers who wish to switch or reset cycles, requiring a minimum of 36 consecutive 
hours off-duty before resetting the clock to zero for the 70-hour cycle and a 
minimum of 72 consecutive hours off-duty for the 120-hour cycle; and requir- 
ing a minimum 24-hour off-duty period, at least once every 14 days for all driv- 
ers. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on February 15, 2003)

standard. Upon introduction of the Canadian Aviation Regulations (CARs) in 
October 1996, section 605.33 expanded the requirements for Flight Data 
Recorders (FDRs) and Cockpit Voice Recorders (CVRs) which had been in 
force under pre-CARs regulations. Because of the increased coverage, this reg- 
ulation was promulgated with a delayed implementation date. For certain air- 
craft operated under Part VII (Commercial Air Services), the implementation 
date for the requirements of section 605.33 did not occur until February 28, 
1997. For other aircraft affected by this requirement but not operated in a com- 
mercial service, the implementation date was July 31, 1997. Because of the 
delays in implementation and of the different implementation dates for differ- 
ent operations, the wording of section 605.33 was such as to ensure that, until 
the implementation dates had passed, there was no regulatory gap and that reg- 
ulations which pre-dated the CARs continued to apply to the relevant aircraft. 
The complexity needed to ensure that pre-CARs regulations were in effect until 
the delayed implementation dates and, after those dates, the new regulations 
applied to the intended aircraft created sufficient ambiguity to make interpreta- 
tion of this regulation difficult. The implementation dates have now passed and 
the proposed amendment is intended to clarify the application of this regula- 
tion.

The relief of duty on bulk spirits and 
non-duty-paid packaged alcohol provided for by these Regulations ensures that 
persons are not required to remit duty on alcohol that is lost due to acceptable 
manufacturing practices, and that is never entered for consumption or taken for 
use due to circumstances outside of their control.

Off-Road Small Spark-Ignition Engine Emission Regulations, to spark- 
ignition engines developing no more than 19 kW (25 hp).

Return of Packaged Alcohol to an Excise Warehouse Regulations, to set out 
the criteria under which packaged alcohol that was removed from an excise 
warehouse can be returned to that excise warehouse. Licensed users are autho- 
rized under their licence to use bulk or non-duty-paid packaged spirits or wine 
in an approved formulation, the production of vinegar, the fortification of wine 
or the blending of spirits and wine where the finished product is spirits. In the 
case of imported spirits, a special duty of $0.12 is imposed on imported spirits 
delivered to a licensed user. This special duty replaces the current duty under 
section 2 of Part I of the schedule to the Excise Act and these Regulations will 
prescribe the conditions under which a refund of the special duty can be 
refunded on returned imported packaged spirits for use by licensed users. Reg- 
istered users are organizations such as hospitals, universities and research facil- 
ities authorized under section 16 of the Act to use non-duty-paid packaged 
spirits for research, medicinal and scientific purposes. (Published in the Canada

Instead, a copy of the bill of lading will be sufficient for 
identification at the time of export. The same modifications are being made 
with respect to goods being imported by way of an authorization to import 
issued by the Registrar. Since it is often the case that serial numbers will not be 
known until the goods have been imported, the Regulations are amended to 
permit a business to import firearms and report the serial number after importa- 
tion. A description of the goods must still be provided. The Regulations also 
provide for the issuance of an authorization to import to permit the importation 
of slides, cylinder, bolts, breech blocks and barrels by businesses. An offence 
provision for importing these parts without such an authorization has also been 
created by the amendments.

The amendments define “spouse” for the purposes of spousal notice as a person 
to whom you are married in law or at common law or someone with whom you 
have been living in a conjugal relationship for less than one year. With respect 
to businesses, coordinating amendments to those made to the Firearms Act are 
being proposed to provisions dealing with issuance of carrier licences, which 
will now be the sole responsibility of the Registrar. Also, prescribed purposes 
for businesses that possess prohibited firearms are being added to allow busi- 
nesses caught with inventories of prohibited handguns that have become grand- 
fathered by virtue of the amendments to the Act to sell them to properly 
licensed, grandfathered members of the public. Other prescribed purposes, 
such as the keeping of a bonded warehouse are also being added. Persons 
related to a business are being limited to family members who have either a 
direct influence on the operations of a business or those who could have access 
to firearms. Minor amendments with respect to the mode of transmission of 
notices of refusal and revocation are being made to reflect that Canada Post no 
longer offers certified mail service. Notices of refusal and of revocation of the 
authorizations will continue to be sent by registered mail or by courier. (Pub- 
lished in the Canada Gazette Part I on June 21, 2003) 


Regulations Amending the Firearms Registration Certificates Regulations, 
to modify the verification requirements to allow newly imported firearms to be 
verified after their entry into Canada but before a certificate is issued.

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Atlantic Pilotage Tariff Regulations, 1996, amendment, to maintain the tariff 
rates for the Strait of Canso at the 2003 level. All other tariff charges in the 
remaining compulsory and non-compulsory pilotage areas will remain as pub- 
lished. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on October 11, 2003) 


Great Lakes Pilotage Regulations, amendment, to repeal outdated provi- 
sions, make reference to new legislative and regulatory initiatives and recog- 
nize current practices and technological changes. Also, the compulsory 
pilotage waiver provisions in section 5 would be restructured and expanded to 
include dredging and underwater engineering work. The certificates required 
under section 12 by an applicant for a licence or pilotage certificate would be 
updated to reflect current certification nomenclature. The outdated statutory 
declaration provision respecting the issuance of a pilotage certificate, contained 
in subsection 12(3), would be removed as paragraph 4(1)(c) of the Regulations 
currently serves the same purpose for Canadian officers trading regularly 
within the Great Lakes region. The provisions contained in section 13 relating 
to the knowledge required by an applicant for a licence or pilotage certificate 
would be considerably expanded to provide greater detail of the subject content 
of applicants’ examinations. In addition, various paragraphs within section 13 
would be amended to make reference to the new legislative framework applica- 
ble to ports under the Canada Marine Act. Also, the reference to the outdated 
Rules of the Road for the Great Lakes has been removed as these Regulations 
were revoked in 1983. The section addressing the fee structure for examina- 
tions and the issuance of licences and pilotage certificates would be amended 
to reflect the current costs of providing such services. (Published in the Canada 
Gazette Part I on October 11, 2003) 


Natural and Man-made Harbour Navigation and Use Regulations, to deal 
with the navigation and use, including the safety of persons and ships, within 
the navigable waters of a natural and man-made harbour that are designated by 
the Governor in Council and, more specifically, of Esquimalt harbour (at the 
present time). Transport Canada proposes to later seek the designation of the 
navigable waters of Nanoose Bay. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on

The definition of “consumer” in section 2 would be repealed and refer- 
ences to the term “consumer” would be removed from the defined terms “‘dis- 
play”, “service enhancement” and “system” in section 2. Internet displays of 
air travel information will not be subject to regulation because comparison 
shopping by consumers on different travel Web sites appears to provide the 
necessary market discipline. Sections 23. 27, 28, and 36 would also be 
repealed. The Designated Provisions Regulations, which detail administrative 
monetary penalties for contraventions to provisions of the Aeronautics Act, and 
therefore to the Regulations would be amended in accordance with the pro- 
posed repeal of provisions in the CRS Regulations. (Published in the Canada

IMMIGRATION 


Regulations Amending the Immigration and Refugee Protection Regula- 
tions, to amend sections 2 and 13 and subsection 10(2) of the Immigration and 
Refugee Protection Regulations, to encourage the immigration consulting 
industry to self-regulate. These amendments are intended to protect applicants 
from unscrupulous representatives while preserving the integrity of Canada’s 
immigration system. More specifically, the proposed amendments would: 
define the meaning of “authorized representative”; specify that a fee-charging 
person who is not an authorized representative may not provide immigration 
advice, represent or consult; require applicants using authorized representatives 
to submit contact information, the name of the organization referred to in the 
definition “authorized representative,” and their identification or membership 
number, if any, for verification purposes; and permit a person who is not an 
authorized representative to continue to provide advice, represent or consult for 
up to four years after the Regulations come into force if they were providing 
representation for an application that was submitted before the new Regula- 
tions came into force. The proposed amendments would allow Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada and the Immigration and Refugee Board to deal only with 
members in good standing of Canadian Society of Immigration Consultants 
(CSIC) or of a provincial and territorial law society. A transition period of four 
years is proposed so as not to unduly penalize applicants or their representa- 
tives who, prior to the Regulations coming into force, already have their appli- 
cations in the system. This transitional period has been determined according 
to processing times which, in some complex cases, can be quite lengthy. Fur- 
ther to these amendments, another amendment is also proposed to the expres- 
sion “authorized representative” used in the context of sponsorships 
[R117(1)(e)(i1)]. This expression has been replaced by “a person authorized by 
a sponsor.” This change is necessary as there is no connection between the def- 
inition of “authorized representative” used in the context of immigration con- 
sultants and the sponsorship process. This change is technical in nature and has 
no consequence on the sponsorship process. (Published in the Canada Gazette
